Hi th the slaying of monsters comes experience and increases 
t n level , wi th attendant i her eases in hit paints. 

The party o-f adventurers is made up of up to four characters 
at a time. The characters are formed from a stockpile by 
the players* You select your humanold type (human, dwarf, 
elf, fiizzy, et ai > , your occupat i on t f i ghter , thief ^ wizard, 
drui d, et al ) and establ i sh sex , name, and some basi c 
character i st i cs ( Intel 1 i gence , strength , wi sdom , and 
dexterity) and put it all together to make your character, 

Daf created a very wise but not terribly intelligent human 
f emal e c 1 er i c named F 1 uf f y . The tr ade— of f between wi sdom and 
intelligence is that your character has only a limited number 
of characteristic points to start with and clerics need 
wisdom to do their particular type tif ihagic. 1 created a 
very den terous moderately intelligent totally unwise e 1 -f 
thief nelmed Si 1 ence - Dust in c:r t «^>d ^ \/r*r y i n i r» J I 1 i jf?n t 
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fuzzy wizard named Corwyn and Ken brought ua a very strong 
dwarf fighter named Moose _ Right, away 1 saw some potential 
■for rote playing between my elf and his dwarf,. Silence* wai 
on Moose' s erase for being dumb and ug] y from the start - 

So far so good. We entered Into the game war 1 d and went 
on i nto town. There we discovered that our characters were 
all nal-ed and unarmed • Luchily the game didn't throw im in 
Jail for public nudity. We wandered around the town, finding 
a b ar , a gr oc er y , and armor &r and a weapon s shop . We bough t 
some armor for the cleric, fighter and thief and a weapon for 
the fighter <boy did Silence bitch about that), and then we 
left the town to look for our fortune- We found a bow that 
some previous adventurer had 1 eft 1 ayi ng about and , natural 1 y , 
my thief tri ed to open it.

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MAILBOX FEVER by Linda Court emanche 

There 1 s an unseen ep i deml c ^weep i ng the nat i on . Wh i 1 e it 
i s at present conf i ned to postal qaamers (and al so 1 ovesi ck 
girls and bi 1 1 -col 1 ectaro) , this disease is highly cnntagiDtm 
and you should be on the lookout for symptoms in your home. 
Its name? Mailbox fever- As a public hobby service, I will 
describe the various stages of this dr^ad ailment, along with 
a warning or two and a little advice. 

Mailbox fever is most likely to strike PBM novices within 
a week or two of thei r f irst real foray i n to garni ng. At that 
point, the symptoms will not be readily apparent unless one is 
1 oak 1 ng for them, so be on your guard. If not not i ced , these 
mild begi tin i ng symptoms ar e apt to mushroom i nto a severe case 
of m^i 1 bori f ever , whi ch will be f ol 1 owed by i rr 1 tab i 1 ity, 
acute exhaustion, and eventually burnout.
